New Delhi, Ihe 20th May, 1994 

G.S.R. 476(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by clause (j) and clause (o) of sectioa 10 
read with section 23 of the All India Council for 
Technical Education Act, 1987 (52 of 1987), the 
Council hereby makes the following regulations fixing 
norms and guidelines for charging tuition fee and 
other fees, and providing guidelines for admission of 
students to professional colleges, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement(l)These 
regulations may be called the All India Council for 
Technical Education momis and guidelines for fees 
and guidelines for admissions in professional colleges) 
Regulations, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Application,—-These regulations shall apply to 
a professional college imparting diploma, degree or 
equivalent courses in engineering, technology, archi¬ 
tecture, town planning, management, pharmacy, elec¬ 
tronics, computer science, applied arts and crafts and 
such other programmes or areas as the Central 
Government may, in consultation with the Council, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, declare; but 
shall not apply to Universities, University departments 
or colleges, government colleges, aided colleges of 
the Central Government or State Government, Indian 
Institutes of Technology, Indian Institutes of Mana¬ 
gement, Regional Engineering Colleges, and such 
technical institutes which are fully funded by the 
Central Government, a State Government, the Council, 
or as the case may be, the University Grants Com¬ 
mission and any full or part-time post graduate 
courses or programmes in any discipline other than 
management. 

3. Definitions.—in these regulations, unless the 
contest otherwise requires, 


"Council'' means the All India Council for 
Technical Education established under sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Act; 

(d) “fees” in relation to free seats and payment 
seats, means all the institutional fees and 
includes tuition fee. 

(e) "free scats" means the scats on which the 
lees payable is same as prescribed for the 
Government Institution in the concerned 
State; 

(1) “payment seats” means the seats on which 
the fees payable shall be substantially higher 
than for iec seats; 

(g) “professional college” means any private 
unaided college imparting technical educa¬ 
tion and includes a private unaided techni¬ 
cal institution. 

4. Condition for establishment of a professional 
college :—( 1 ) No individual, firm, company or 
other body of individuals with whatever ryime called, 
shall, on and front the commencement of these re¬ 
gulations, be permitted to establish a professional 
college. 

(2) The Council shall grant approval for establish¬ 
ment or administration ot a protessional college only 
by a society registered under the Societies Registration 
Act, 1860 (21 of 1860), tfic Tiusts Act, 1882 (2 of 
1882), the Wakf Act, 1954 (29 of 1954), or under 
a corresponding law, if any, in iorce in a State. 

(3) The Council shall cancel the registration of, 
or as the case may be, withdraw the approval gran¬ 
ted to, a professional college established before the 
commencement of these regulations, if that coliege 
does not conform to the conditions stipulated under 
this regulation on or before the 31st day ol iV!a lt n 
1995. 

(4) No professional college shall be established or 
a new technical education course or programme started 
without the approval of the Council. 

5. Admission :—(l) The number of seats for 
admission available in a professional college shall be 
fixed by the Council and no professional college shall 
be permitted to change the intake capacity except by 
the approval granted by the Council. 

(2) The competent authority shall not make ad¬ 
missions, from the academic year, 1994, to a course 
or a professional college which has been started or 
established in violation of the Act and these regula¬ 
tions. 
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(c) 


(a) “Act” means the All India Council for 

Technical Education Act, 1987 (52 of 

1987); 

(b) "competent authority” means a Government 
or a University or any other authority as 
may be designated by the Government or 
the university or by law to allot students for 
admissions to various professional colleges 
in a State or Union territory; 


(3) Admission to a course or programme shall be 
limited to the number of seats which are either fixed 
by the Council or the number of seats that existed 
before the enactment of the Act and no admission shall 
be made for the scats which have been enhanced, with¬ 
out the approval of the Council. 

(4) No admission shall be made by the competent 
authorities in unapproved or unrecognised professional 
colleges, from the academic -year, 1994. 
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6. Examination:—No University, Board or any 
other body constituted by a Government shall examine 
or cause to examine any student admitted to an un¬ 
recognised or unapproved professional college, 

7. Fee (1) Tuition and other fees for a profes¬ 
sional college shall be determined by a State Level 
Committee. 

(2) The Council shall constitute a standing Com¬ 
mittee for each State to fix ceiling on the fees charge¬ 
able for individual courses by a professional college 
or class of professional colleges, as the case may be. 
The Standing Committee shall consist of the following 
members namely :— 

(i) Vice-Chancellor of a University in a State, 

to be nominated by the State Government; 

(ii) Secretaries, Department of Technical Edu¬ 
cation and Department of Finance of the 
respective State, ex-officio; 

(iii) two economists or experts iu cost accoun¬ 
tancy with background of Institutional fin¬ 
ancing, to be nominated by the Council; 

Civ) Member-Secretary not below the rank of 
Joint Secretary or Director of the respec¬ 
tive State Government, to be nominated by 
the State Government, 

(3) The members referred to in clauses (i), (iii) 
and (.iv) shall hold Office for a period of three years 
from the date of their nomination. 

(4) The Committee shall give an opportunity to 
the professional colleges to place such material, as 
they think relevant in determining the tuition fee 
and other fees. The foes shall be fixed once in every 
three years or at such longer intervals, as the Com¬ 
mittee may think appropriate. 

(5) The fees chargeable in professional colleges 
shall be determined on the basis of estimation of ex¬ 
penditure of the professional college for its efficient 
functioning. The Committee shall take the items spe¬ 
cified in the Anuexure to these regulations, into 
account while determining the tuition fee and other 
fees to be charged by a professional college. The 
Committee may in its discretion take into considera¬ 
tion a reasonable return on Capital investment with 
reference to the investment made and determine the 
fees accordingly. While calculating the fees, the esti¬ 
mates of recurring expenditure shall be based on at- 
Icast the last two years audited figures of recurring 
expenditure of the college and projected requirement 
for next three years, 

(6) No professional college shall be entitled to re¬ 
ceive from the student any other payment or amount, 
under whatever name it may be called, in addition 
to the. fee fixed by the Committee for a free scat or 
payment scat. 

, (7) A professional college shall send intimation to 
the competent authority in advance the fees charge¬ 
able for th'c entire course commencing from the aca¬ 


demic year for which admissions shall be made. The 
total fees shall be divided into the number of years, 
or as the case may be, the number of semesters of 
study for a course, in the first instance, fees only for 
the first year or semester shall be collected. The fee 
chargeable by a Professional College shall be subject 
to the ceiling fixed by the Standing Committee. 

8. Procedure for allotment of scats.—(1) No Pro¬ 
fessional college shall call for applications for admis¬ 
sion separately or individually. All applications for 
admissions to all the seats available in such college 
shall be called for by the competent authority. The 
application forms for admission shall be issued by the 
competent authority which shall contain a column 
wherein an applicant shall indicate whether he or she 
wishes to be admitted against a free seat or a pay¬ 
ment seat, or both and the order of preference, upto 
three professional colleges. 

(2) The competent authority shall issue a brochure 
containing therein an application form for admission. 
The brochure shall contain full particulars of the 
courses and the number of seats available, the names 
of the colleges, their location, the fees chargeable by 
each professional college, the minimum eligibility con¬ 
ditions and such other particulars as may be deemed 
necessary by the competent authority. 

(3) The Council of Architecture constituted under 
section 3 of the Architects Act, 1972 (20 of 1972), 
shall formulate a comprehensive entrance test includ¬ 
ing aptitude test on an all India basis- 

(4) The admissions to nrmagement courses shall be 
on the basis of an entrance test including aptilud* 
test or interview to be conducted by a professional 
college or for a group of professional colleges as the 
professional college or the group of professional col¬ 
leges may determine. 

(5) Fifty percent of the seats in every professional 
college, course or programme shall be earmarked as 
‘free seats. The students to be nominated shall fcc 
selected on the basis of merit determined in accord¬ 
ance with sub-regulation (7) of regulation 8. The 
remaining fifty percent seats shall be payment seats 
and shall be filled by thc*e candidates who are pre¬ 
paid to pay ti c fee fixed by the Standing Committee 
The allotment of students against payment seat shall 
be done on the basis of inter-«e merit determined on 
the same basis as in the case of free seats. 

(6) There shall be no management quota or any 
other quota whatsoever either free seals or payment 
scats, except as otherwise provided in regulations(10). 

(7) A common merit list, in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-regulation (5) shall be prepared from 
amongst all the candidates provided that in States 
where no such entrance examination is presently be¬ 
ing held, a common entrance examination shall be 
held for admissions to be made from the academic 
year 1995. 

(8) The criteria of eligibility and other conditions 
shall be the same in respect of both free scats and 
payment seals except the higher fee to be paid for 
payment saats- The management of a professional 
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college shall not be entitled to impose any other eli¬ 
gibility criteria or conditions for admission either to 
free seats or to payment seats. 

(9) The competent authority shall prepare a detail¬ 
ed schedule every year relating to inviting of applica¬ 
tions, conducting^ examination, if any, drawing up 
of merit order, publication of results, allotment of 
students to various courses and institutions, both for 
free seats and payment seats, in accordance with these 
regulations and shall act in accordance with such 
schedule. 

(10) A last date for allotment of seats shall be fix¬ 
ed by the competent authority, while inviting applica¬ 
tions for admission, and no allotment shall be made 
after the last date so fixed. After making the allot¬ 
ments of seats the waiting list shall be followed for 
filling up for any casual vacancies or drop-out vacan¬ 
cies arising after the allotments are finalised. The vacan¬ 
cies shall be filled until such date as may be fixed by the 
competent authority. It shall be open to the competent 
authority to offer any professional college or seat to 
the candidate other than his options and as per his 
merit, Once the last date of allotment of scats is over, 
the vacancies still remaining may be filled by the 
management out of the candidates included in the list 
under sub-regulation(7)- 

(11) In case of technical institutions which are 
affiliated to an out-of-Stato affiliating body, the seats 

t in such institutions shall be included in the seats avail¬ 
able in the State in which the institutions is actually 
located, and admissions slyiU be made by the compe¬ 
tent authority of that State in accordance with the 
procedure specialized under this regulation. 

(12) Each professional college shall set aside one 
free seat and one payment seat over and above the 
fixed intake capacity for each course or programme 
and shall fill up such seats with the nominees of the 
beneficiary States to wTTom the seats may be allotted 
by the Central Government. The beneficiary States 
shall nominate students strictly on merit basis from 
the merit list preoared by them for this purpose- 

(131 Every year in the Month of December, the 
^Council shall communicate to the competent authority 
for each State the name of approved professional col¬ 
leges, the names of the courses or programmes and 
number of seats for each course or programme fixed 
by the Council for making admissions for every aca¬ 
demic year. There upon the competent authority 
shall proceed with inviting of applications for such 
professional colleges and number of seats for the 
courses or programmes only and for making admis¬ 
sions thereto. 

: 9. Reservations—(t) It shall be open to a pro¬ 

fessional college to provide for reservation of seats for 
candidates belonging to weaker section of society in 
accordance with the rules of the Central Government 
or the State Government as the case may be. 

(2) Admission to reserved seats shall be made on 
the basis of merit. 

10. Minority Educational Institution.—(l)In the 
academic year 1994-95, fifty per cent-of the total 3n- 
' - In a ' • ’ ' ' * 


shall be filled up by candidates selected by the com¬ 
petent authority on the basis of the common merit 
list. The candidates selected shall be distributed 
equally in free seats as well as in payment seats in 
the order of merit. The remaining fifty per cent shall 
be. filled up by the management of such minority tech¬ 
nical institution from the candidates belonging to the 
minority community on the basis of merit. 

(2) Fifty per cent of seats permitted to be filled by 
the minority and technical institutions under sub¬ 
regulation (1) shall be equally distributed between 
free and payment seats. 

(3) After completion of admissions, each minority 
technical institutions shall submit to the competent 
authority the statements containing full particulars of 
students admitted under this regulation. The compe¬ 
tent authority shall verify the correctness of the state¬ 
ments and if any irregularity is noticed it shall call 
upon the such institution to rectify the same- 

(4) The competent authority shall conduct the veri¬ 
fication keeping in view of the objective that the mino¬ 
rity technical institutions are equally committed to 
promote excellence of the institutions as a vehicle of 
general secular education. 

11. Exemptions and Relaxations.—The Council 
shall have the power to issue clarification to remove 
any doubt which arise in regard to implementation of 
these regulations. 


12- Furnishing of information.—The competent 
authority shall furnish information or returns in the 
matters of admission and levying of fees to the Coun¬ 
cil before the 31st December of every year, 

13. Withdrawal of approval—If a professional col¬ 
lege contravenes any of the provisions of these regu¬ 
lations, the Council may withdraw its approval after 
making such enquiry ns it may consider appropriate 
and after giving the professional college an opportunity 
of being heard.

ANNEXURE 

ITEMS TO BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT FOR 
DETERMINING THF, TUITION FEE AND 
OTHER FEES TO BE CHARGED BY A 
PROFESSIONAL COLLEGE 

1. Salaries including dearness allowance and other 
allowances and benefits of members of staff of teaching, 
workshops and laboratories, computer centre, library, 
maintenance of equipment, buildings and facilities, ad* 
ministration, dispensary, etc. 
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2. Payments to the visiting leaching 1'acnlty. 

3. Training cost to include expenditure on such 
items as raw materials and consumables for workshops 
and laboratories, expenditure on field trips, educational 
tours and industrial visits, expenditure on hand-outs 
to the students for instructional purpose and, guest 
lectures- 

4. Contingent expenditure including cost of office 
stationery, postage, telegrams, telephones, advertise¬ 
ments, electricity and water, health care, sports and 
cultural activities, expenditure on vehicles, daily 
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wage labourers, meeting of the Managing and other 
Committees. 

5- Expenditure on maintenance of buildings, campus, 
equipment, furniture and vehicles. 

6. Library expenditure for acquisition of books, 
audio video and print material and subscription to 
journals. 

7- Replacement, modernisation and addition of ins¬ 
truments and equipments, cars and' buses, etc- 
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
